Dutch Hyacinths may be grown indoors in: 1, specially shaped 
glasses; 2, pots, in soil or Bulb Fibre; 3, in bowls or jardinieres in Bulb Fibre. No matter 
what the method of growing, the most important thing is to allow plenty of time for root 
development before bringing into the light, 14 weeks is none too long. . 

_ WATER CULTURE is the simplest method; merely place the bulb in a Hyacinth glass 
or other receptacle that will hold the Bulb above water; fill with water to the base of the 
bulb and set in a cool dark place until roots are wel! developed. 

POT OR BOWL CULTURE. Fill pot or bow! with earth or Bulb Fibre and plant 
the Bulbs, so that the tips barely show above the soil. Water thoroughly and place in 
a cool dark place until roots are developed.

Your Bulb garden is only half 
complete if these brave harbingers 
ot Spring are omitted. Lack of 
space need not deter you from en- 
joying their beauty, for it is in 
the nooks and crannies that they 
are most effective and thrive the 
best. The Crocus are well known 
but the other early blooming sorts, 
chionodoxas, grape hyacinths, scil- 
las and snowdrops are not as gen- 
erally planted as they should be.

Anyone who loves flowers can have them all 
Winter long with but very little trouble and 
expense. The main requirements are a cool 
dark place to start the bulbs and a sunny room 
that can be kept at a cool temperature (55 to 
60 degrees) to grow them in. 

Nearly every one is familiar with the ease 
with which the Paper-white Narcissus can be 
brought into bloom; growing the other bulbs 
adapted for indoor culture is no more trouble. 
It is necessary, however, to leave them in the 
dark for a longer period than Paper-whites 
and they cannot, with the exception of the 
Roman Hyacinths, be grown in pebbles. How- 
ever, Bulb Fibre is an excellent growing me- 
dium, very easy to handle and inexpensive to 
buy, so that you need not use soil unless you 
care to. The diagram on opposite page shows 
explicitly just how to pot up bulbs for Winter 
blooms and if Bulb Fibre is used, bowls or 
jardinieres may be substituted for pots.

In extreme droughts, plenty of water should 
be applied. Do not remove the leaves until they have withered. Failure to bloom does not 
necessarily mean that the clump should be divided; it may be that the plant is sending up too 
many stems for their roots; in which case, early in Spring, scrape dirt away from the crowns 
and remove one-third to one-half of the shoots. 

Plant the roots about 5 inches deep and allow plenty of room between plants—at least 3 feet 
for best results.

How to Care for Your Lawn 


Nothing will add to the appearance and, for that matter, actually enhance the value of 
your home to sucha degree as a well-made, well-kept lawn. It makes the most appropriate 
setting for trees, shrubs, and flowers, and helps to make a house “home.” A good lawn, 
one that will stay green through the drought of midsummer and maintain a compact, 
smooth, velvety green surface year in and year out, is easily made. 


SOIL AND PREPARATION. The ideal lawn soil is a well drained, moderately rich and moderately 
heavy logm. If raw sub-soil has been exposed in grading, cover or replace it to a depth of 8 inches with 
top soil from an old meadow or garden. If the soil is too sandy, add manure or prepared humus to act 
as a binder and moisture holder. If it is stiff clay, add sand or ashes to make it lighter, and manure to 
make it mellow. Avoid fresh stable manure, as it is almost invariably full of weed seeds. Pulverized 
Sheep Manure is excellent. Spade up the soil to a depth cf 6 to 8 inches, mixing in the manure or other 
fertilizer, and then rake the surface as fine and level as possible. 


SEEDING. Sow the seed evenly over the surface. To insure a thick, even stand, use plenty of seed; 
an excessive quantity will do no harm. It is a good idea to divide the seed in half and go over the plot 
twice, making the second sowing at right angles to the first. Then go over the surface with a roller to 
compact the soil about the seed. Make the first cutting when the young grass is 3 or 4 inches high. 

In shady places sow Shadyland Lawn Seed and give extra attention to fertilizing and watering, as 
trouble under trees and shrubs is more often due to the fact that their roots have absorbed all food 
and moisture from the soil, than to their shade. 


WATERING. If the soil contains plenty of moisture-retentive humus, little artificial watering should 
be required. If it becomes necessary to use the hose during the dry spells, an occasional thorough soak- 
ing is better than frequent light sprinklings. 


RESEEDING. Even on well established turf it is advisable to scatter seed every Spring and Fall. 
One-third to one-half of the quantity recommended for seeding a new lawn is generally sufficient for this 
purpose. Bare spots on old lawns should be dug up, well fertilized and resown. Thin places need only 
be scratched up with the rake, seeded, and rolled.
